lu view of the disgraceful duel be 
tweeu the Duke of Orleans and the 
Count of Turin we publish the follow­ 
ing article which shows the nutnner in 
which British ofTieers settle disputes: 
Oiiicers have their disagreements, of 
course, like other men. and they havo 
to bo settled. 
Dueling is forbidden by 
law' as w’ell as by modern ideas and 
common sense. 
Complaints respecting 
infractions oi mess etiquette or of un- 
gentlemauly or unsoldiorly conduct may 
be submitted to the me.ss committee, the 
punitive powers of which are extremely 
farreaching. The life of an officer “ sent 
to Coventry” by his fellow's is unendura­ 
ble, and his only ehance is to exchange. 


But all this is moral suasion only, 
aud in tho end disputes are frequently 
settled by a resort to first principles— 
tho rule of fist— while redress is some­ 
times obtained in ways as drastic as 
they are novel.

the Society of Arts in Loudon appoint­ 
ed a eprcial committee to make an 
vestigatioa of this character. Old reo* 
ords show that fault has been found 
w ith the quality of paper in almost 
every age, and most of the famous niu- 
eeums and libraries in Europe have 
specimens of 
pure rag paper which 
show decay due to flaws in the texture. 
Away back iu 1336 Peter II of Spain 
issued a proclamation commanding the 
paper makers of Valencia and Xativa 
“ to restore the paper to its old good 
quality, unless they wish to be found 
guilty of fraud and punished according­ 
ly. ” About 1220 an emperor of Italj' 
directed that all public documents on 
paper should be declared invalid. 
All 
records covering the previous two years 
were ordered to be transcribed on parch­ 
ment iu order that they m ight bo pre­ 
served more securely. 


It is recalled that in 1875 the Academy 
of Sciences in Paris offered a prize for 
the best answer to this question, “ Which 
are the real reasons for the general de­ 
cline in the quality of paper and which 
are the best means to remedy the evil?” 
This prize was never awarded, for the 
reason that nobody undertook to com­ 
pete for it. Experts disagree as to which 
period in the history of paper making 
produced the most durable and the best 
quality of paper. 
Soon after the art of 
making paper was tran.splanted from 
Africa to Spain complaints were made 
and recorded that the Christian succes­ 
sors of the Moorish paper makers were 
making an inferior paper. 
At first the 
art was imperfectly copied.—New York 
Times.

It is true that when a bucketful of 
it ia dipped up it appears to be dirty, 
but if the water is left until it settles it 
will be found that the sediment at the 
bottom is flue, dark colored sand and 
not mud. The Missouri river’s w ater is 
never muddy, save during the spring 
high water. 


Colonel Bill Sw itzler of Boonville, 
Mo., declares that the general idea that 
Missouri means “ big m uddy” or “ m ud­ 
dy w ater” is wrong. He says, and Col­ 
onel Bill Sw'itzler is an authority, that 
it means “ wooden canoe.” The name, 
he says, belongs to the Illinois^ dialect 
of the Algonquin Indians. 
Tlie name 
Missuris or Missouri was applied by the 
Indians of the upper lake region to the 
tribe of Indians living west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, because the latter used 
wooden canoes instead of birch bark 
canoes. 


Wooden canoes had to bo used on the 
Missouri river because it w’as too turbu­ 
lent for the frail birch bark canoes, and 
in this w’ay the big river secured its 
name. But no m atter whether Missouri 
means “ muddy w’ater” 
or “ wooden 
canoe,” the fact remains that Missouri 
river w ater is not muddy. 
It does not 
flow through mud, but through fine 
sand. The Mississippi river w'ater is 100 
per cent dirtier than the Missouri, but 
poets have raved about the beautiful 
blue of the Father of W aters.—Omaha 
World-Herald.
